thing like forty iniUsbii . dollars, all 
told. The Sheets bill was introduced 
by Representative Painter or Wood 
county, and provides for the abandon- 
ment of all the canal-property of the 
state. It 
provid-es that the water 


bo turned out of the canals except 
where it Is absolutely .needed by 
cJU.es for water works purposes, and 
the land sold to the railroads, steam 
or electric, which will'pay the high- 
est rental. The land is to be apprais- 
ed every 10 years and must net the 
state at least fl^e i>cr <wnt. nf this ap- 
praised value. The reservoirs are to 
ba drained, with the same exceptions 
noted for city water supplies.
